Dear Playgoer: 


Next week beginning Monday, August 2 the Cape Playhouse will present one of the 
most successful plays in recent theatre history: the delightful comedy hit, “Never Too 
Late.” And the stars will be Tom Ewell and lovely Joan Bennett who was incidentally, 
in the London production. 


In many ways the Cape Playhouse played a big part in the success of “Never Too 
Late.”

It not only 
made Broadway, but it went on to play to capacity houses in New York for more than 
1,000 performances. And in so doing joined such other all-time hits as, “Life With 
Father,” “Harvey” and ‘“Abie’s Irish Rose.” 


The popularity of ‘““Never Too Late” is simple. To begin with it is a well-constructed 
script, relating a delightfully funny and heart-warming story about a middle-aged couple 
(he is in the lumber business) who, twenty-years after their first.and only child was 
born, discover that they are about to have another baby. 


This new production of “Never Too Late” will be directed by Wally Peterson and 
Helen Pond of the Playhouse staff will design the New England setting where the action 
takes place.

“Diplomatic Relations” Anne Baxter is 
making her return to Dennis where as a 
Cape Playhouse apprentice she appeared 
in many of her earliest stage ventures. 
Although she had made her initial impact 
on Broadway in her first play, “Seen But 
Not Heard” (she was twelve years old), 
followed by “There’s Always A Breeze,” 
the aspiring young actress spent her fif- 
teenth summer with the Cape Play- 
house’s apprentice group. The following 
autumn she appeared with Eva LeGal- 
lienne in “Madame Capet,” again on 
Broadway, and returned to the Cape Play- 
house the next summer for “Spring 
Meeting” with Gladys Cooper. From here 
she went on to become one of the most 
distinguished performers on Broadway 
and in Hollywood. In 1940 Darryl F. 
Zanuck signed her to a contract with 
20th Century Fox. Her first film, a loan- 
out, was “Twenty Mule Team,” with the 
late Wallace Berry; then the studio cast 


her with John Barrymore in “The Great 
Profile,’ followed by “Charley’s Aunt,” 
with Jack Benny. Since then Miss Baxter 
has made some 38 films. A highspot in 
her career came in 1946 when she won 
an Academy Award as best supporting 
actress for her memorable performance 
as the tragic “Sophie” in “The Razor’s 
Edge.” Four years later her portrayal of 
a ruthlessly ambitious young stage actress 
in “All About Eve” brought her an Acad- 
emy Award nomination for the year’s 
best actress. The two films, both highly 
dramatic, are among her favorites. No- 
table among her other box-office successes 
are “Youre My Everything,’ ‘Yellow 
Sky,’ “The Ten Commandments,” “Chase 
A Crooked Shadow,” “The Spoilers,” and 
most recently, “Summer of the Seven- 
teenth Doll,’ “Cimarron,” and “A Walk 
On The Wild Side.’ Miss Baxter returned 
to Broadway several seasons ago in Car- 
son McCullers’ “The Square Root of 
Wonderful.” She then appeared in the
